Dr. Walker to Get 
King’s Annuity 


The King’s Annuity, paid to the direct 
descendant of Elizabeth Prendell who with 
her brothers saved the life of the eldest son 
of King Charles I who subsequently became 
King Charles Il of England, does not end 
with the death of Dr. Francis Cox Walker of 
Montreal. 

His sister, Mrs. Calvin Lord of Montreal 
stated that the annuity of fifty pounds now 
goes to another brother, Dr. W. Dacre Walker 
of this town. The annuity, given by King 
Charles IT in perperulry to descendants of 
Plizabeth Pendicll afterwards Mrs, Pendrel! 
Yates, always goes to the eldest son in direct 
descent, Mrs. Lord said. As Dr. Francis 
Walker had no sons “it automatically goes to 
Dr. W. Dacre Walker who is the next eldest,” 
Mrs. Lord added. 

The story of the annuity is a page from 
English history. Prince Charles fled from the 
field after the disastrous battle of Worcester 
in 1051, pursued by the victorious “ Round- 
heads” led by Oliver Cromwell. He revealed 
his identity to Elizabeth Pendrell who with 
her five brothers hid the prince in an ancient 
oak near their home at Boscobel. 

Years later upon the restoration of the 
monarchy Charles II established the annuity 
in gratitude. 

rhe last recipient, Dr. Francis Walker, 
professor «f English at the University of 
British Columbia died in Italy a few days 
ago, The Walker family, according to Mrs, 
Lord, has been long a resident on this con- 
tinent. A great grandmother of the name is 
buried in a Boston churchyard.

Oldest Hay Scales 
in U. S. Still Used 


The oldest hay scales in the United States 
are still in use in North Andover, and the 
Hay Scales Association, composed of some of 
the town’s most prominent citizens, still 
exists. 

In 1819 the citizens of this town, then a 

art of Andover, felt the necessity of provid- 
ing a public scales where hay and other pro- 
duce might be weighed. 

The Hay Scales Association was formed 
and 25 shares of capital stock, with a par 
value of $10 per share, were issued. The 
association held its annual meeting on the 
first Monday in January each year, a turkey 
supper was served, and the business of the 
association transacted. 

In order that a public weigher might be 
available at all times, a small building was 
erected near the scales. For many years a 
cobbler shop was conducted there, with the 
cobbler doing the weighing whenever called 
upon. 
thaniel T. Stevens, president of the 
Stevens Sons company, and one of the 
leading textile manufacturers in the country, 
served as treasurer of the Hay Scales associa- | 
tion from 1876 until a few years ago, when 
the organization ceased to have meetings, 
although continuing to maintain the scales 
and protect them as a monument. 

The scales are located in North Andover 
centre, close to the village common, in the 
midst of other historical points of interest.

| post, 2128, V. F. W., which is sponsoring for 
}the second consecutive year Andover’s 
Independence Day celebration, expects that 
some of the foremost runners in this section 
will compete for the beautiful silver cups to | 
be given to the winners. To the first Andover 
boy to cross the finish line another silver cup 
is also to be given. 

Already one or two of the runners have 
| tried out the six-mile route in preparation for 
| the grind on the holiday. The runners are to 
| start in front of the Musgrove building in 
Andover square and trot down Essex street 
to Shawsheen road as far as the West church.

Celebration in Town 


Plans Complete for Another Glorious Fourth in Ando- 
ver—Bonfire, Sports, Road Race, Midway and 
Fireworks on Holiday Program 


Once again Andover is ready for another 
joyous, old-time celebration of the Fourth. 
A busy 27-hour program featuring those 
events which are connected by tradition with 
the observance of Independence Day has 
been prepared by Andover post, 2128, V. F, 
W., which is sponsoring the town’s celebra- 
tion for the second consecutive year. A huge 
bonfire which is now being constructed on the 
Playstead will usher in the Fourth and a 
thrilling display of fireowrks on the holiday 
night will conclude the glorious celebration. 

The program which has been arranged 
contains something which will please those 
of all ages. For the young people’s enjoyment 
as well as for the old, there will be nlenty of 
sporting events. The first of these which is to 
open the celebration will be two exciting 
wrestling bouts, one between Billy Renny, 
Andover’s only representative in professional 
wrestling, and Art Bailey of Lawrence, and 
the other between Don Mitchell of Lawrence 
and Ed Hewitt of Lowell. The ring is to be 
set up in front of the football stands on the 
playstead, and thus there will be plenty of 
seats for those who will flock to watch these 
contests.

Coral Island Group a 


Menace to Navigation 

A group of islands In the China sea, 
over which It is reported the Japanese 
may clepute French possession, are so 
tiny and unimportant that many map 
makers do not show them, according to 
a bulletin from the National Geo- 
graphic society. 

“The group of seven coral islands, 
reported to include Taltu and Twin 
islands, lies approximately 800 miles 
northwest of Palawan Island of the 
Philippines, and can best be located 
by drawing a line due east from 
a point a few miles north of Sal- 


gon, French Indo-China, and a line due | 
con: | 


south from Hongkong, China, 
tinues the bulletin. The lines will in- 
tersect close to the Islands, 

“Perhaps more attention Is given 
to the islands by the navigation chart 
makers that world map guides, for 
these and other Islands in the southern 
part of the China sea long have been 
a menace to navigation, Not far east 
of the group is a vast area of the sea 
which hydrographic paps show as 
‘dangerous,’ for {t has not been sur- 
veyed. 

“According to the Japanese govern- 
ment, a colony of ‘Japanese once In- 
habited some of tbe Sslands, 

“Today the islands are deserted ex- 
cept for a few Chiyese fishermen who 
are provided with tood by Junks which 
visit this region o4:e or twice a year, 

“Palawan, the nearest permanently 
settled area to the Islands, belongs to 
the Philippine tslands group. It Is 
slightly larger than the state of Dela- 
ware, The 25,000 inhabitants of Pala- 
wan are almost wholly Mohammedan 
Moros, descended wm early Arab ad- 
venturers.” 


Grunt Fish in South 
Grunt is an excellent southern food 
fish, particularly abundant off Key 
West, and ts light bluish with brown

Transits of Venus and 


When Phenomena Occur 

If the orbits of Venus, the earth and 
the sun were all in the same plane, a 
transit of Venus—her apparent pas- 
sage across the face of the sun—would 
occur once In every 224 days, the time 
in which Venus takes to make the cir- 
cult of her orbit. But, says a writer 
in Cleveland Plain Dealer, owing to 
the different inclinations of these or 
bits It only happens at long Intervals, 
that when Venus passes one of her 
nodes—or points at which her orbit 
intersects that of the earth—she Is in 
a direct line between the earth and 
the body of the sun. 

The earth passes the line of these 
nodes, respectively, on or about De- 
cember 7 and June 6, so, that transits 
can only occur near these dates, Usu- 
ally a pair of transits occur near one 
of these dates with an Interval of 
elght years between; then 248 years 
must elapse before a transit can fall 
upon the same date again, But near 
the middle of this period—not exactly 
the middle, because neither Venus nor 
the earth travels quite uniformly in 
its orbit—one or two transits will oc- 
cur at the other date. 

There was a transit December 9, 
1874, and another December 2, 1882, 
and another pair of December transits 
will not occur for 248 years—in 2117 
and 2125; but during this period two 
June transits will occur, in the years 
2004 and 2012, 


Reading at Distance 

From experiments made regarding 
the most favorable color combinations 
for reading at a distance, it was found 
that the most legible print was black 
upon yellow blackground. The order 
of merit obtained for different com- 
binations Is as follows: (1) black on 
yellow; (2) green on white; (8) red 
on white; (4) blue on white; (5) white 
on blue; (6) black on white; (7) yel- 
low on black; (8) white on red; (9) 
white on green; (10) white on black;

“Have Got” Correctly Used 

“Have got” is correctly used to In- 
dicate the result of a special effort, as 
“I went after the book and I have 
got it.” But the use of “have got” for 
“have” is one of the most common 
errors in English. In statements con- 
cerning possessions, such as “I have 
got a headache,” or “I have got a job,” 
the redundant “got” should be omitted 
and the word “have” used alone, Also 
in statements concerning compulsion, 
similar to “I have got to go,” the word 
“got” should be omitted. 


Plant Beds Sterilized 

Even plants need the safeguard of 
sterilization of their habitat on occa- 
sions. Operators of greenhouses are 
forced at times to sterilize the soll in 
the seed beds to prevent their plants 
from contracting various plant dis- 
eases which can cause thousands of 
dollars in damage unless prevented. 
The usual method of sterilization Is to 
heat the soil In the seed beds with 
steam pipes, the sojl being ralsed to a 
temperature of 212 degrees Fahren- 
helt, 


The Dorr Rebellion 

The Dorr rebellion was the outcome 
of an essentially democratic movement 
in one of the last strongholds of con- 
servatism, on the question of manhood 
suffrage. On May 38, 1842, the “Suf- 
frage Legislature” assembled at New- 
port, R. L, with Thomas W. Dorr as 
governor. King, the legitimate gov- 
ernor, proclaimed martial law. The 
suffrage party appealed to arms, Their 
troops were dispersed and Dorr fled. |

Beau Brummell 

The real name of Beau Brummell 
was George Bryan Brummell. He was 
a splendid spendthrift, at one time a 
man of wealth, a dresser In exquisite 
taste, and the arbiter of fashion 
among the courtiers of the prince of 
Wales, with whom he was an Intimate, 
Brummell was born in 1778, Early in 
Tife he managed to make the acquaint- 
ance of the prince and from that time 
his star was in the ascendancy. He 
had a fortune, which he spent lavish- 
ly. He maintained an extravagant es- 
tablishment tn London until his last 
penny was gone. For some time he 
lived on credit. Then, one by one, his 
friends deserted him. The prince 
turned against him, and he was obliged 
to flee to France in order to escape 
arrest for debt. After some years in 
wretchedness his mind failed him and 
he died itn a hospital for mendicants 
in 1840, 


First Theater in Capital 

Aside from occasional performances 
given in Blodgett’s hotel, which was 
at the southwest corner of Bighth and 
BD streets, northwest, Washington had 
no playhouse in its first years, In 
1808 a number of citizens met at Tun- 
nicliff’s tavern and planned the erec-

Increase in Probate Court Fees
